FIRST SIGHT NAMED FOR DERBY. 

Hawthorn Entered for Overnight Sprinting Race and 
Little Nephew Scheduled to Meet Speedy Davies 
Filly. Southern Maid, in Juvenile Event. 



Hamilton. Out., Juno 21. — The Hamilton Jockey 
dull offers ils patrons a seven-race program for 
the opening day of its tirst 1913 meeting wiili 
the Hamilton Derby, the Hopeful Purse for two 
year olds and the Alienator Steeplechase over the 
two utile course as the special features. There is 
also to lie a race over the turf course. Hamilton 
is the only track in Canada that can Imast of 
such a course and these races are apparently |hi|iu 
lar with horsemen, for they always bring out 
large fields. There were twenty entries for this 
rave tomorrow, but the track limit here is twelve, 
and so eight of the uumber are ou the also 
eligible list. 

The smallest field of the day is named for the 
Derby for which there are only four entries 
First Sight. 1 tusk i ii. IJorron. and Klelmrne. The 
last named two will be coupled as the Amos Turney 
entry. The absence of Hawthorn is a keen dis 
appointment to the club, as it was supposed lie 
would be a certain starter after his brilliant work 
of a few days ago. 

In the Hopeful purse. Little Nephew, the crack 
youngster from Kentucky, will meet Southern Maid, 
the unbeaten filly of the Davies stable. The latter 
is as fast as 'a bullet and she will be well backed 
by the Canadians to beat Little Nephew. At the 
difference in weights, it is regarded as doubtful 
if she can do it. 

Hawthorn is named as a starter in the o|»oner, 
a dash of six furlongs. He gets in this race with 
light weight and with only 93 imunds up it would 
imt be surprising to sis- him create a new traik 
record for the distance. 

The card is probably the best that has been 
offered on the Canadian circuit this season and 
with the weather forecast calling for a line day 
and tin- track in splendid shape a big crowd i- 
b joked for. Then- will be two special trains from 
Toronto and another from Buffalo. 

A. N. Elrod, manager of the I jetting ring, has

HELIOS HAS A CLOSE CALL. 

Champion Two-Year-Old of 1912 Starts His Three- 
Ycar-Old Season with a Victory. 



Cincinnati. O., June 24. — In the fourth raee at La- 
toiiia tliis afternoon J. N. Camden's Helios, aecounted 
last M-asoti lo la- the champion two-year 
"hi, narrowly csea|ied lieing defeated by tm* 
mediocre I Steppa, an extreme outsider ill 
Hie liettiug. Dm- stride beyond the finish, 
F Steppa was in the lead. It was Helios' 
first effort this -casou ami doubt as lo his fitness 
to run well in the difficult going cause, I only faint- 
hearted support to lie accorded him, I hough he 
ruled the lavorite. He showed a Hash of his two- 
year old form during the early running by keeping 
pace with the speedy Dan Zaretu and then passed 
her when his rider got ready. In file stretch he 
began to tire and Steele was forced lo exert bis 
best efforts lo keep him going long enough to cross 
the finish a scant head in advance of l Steppa. 
The latter came with a great rush in the last fur- 
long and at the finish appeared to he going two 
strides to the favorite’s one. Bcnaiict. under hard 
pressure, managed to wear down Dan Zareta for 
third place. Solar Star, another crack juvenile of 
last season, made his three year-old debut in this 
raee. but lie ran disappointingly and finished last. 
Helios undoubtedly will be benefited by Ibis race 
and Solar Star should also show to belter advantage 
hereafter. 

Today 'a track was difficult and puzzling. It was 
dry on top, imt decidedly moist under the surface, 
particularly close to the inner rail and those essay- 
ing on tin- inside came to grief ill short order 
after a promising beginning. The cause for the 
track lieing so much worts- near the Inner rail 
was due to Superintendent Keegan's compliance 
with the demand by some horsemen that the -'dogs” 
Ik- kept off* to enable horses to gallop on the in- 
side strip. Formerly if was Keenan's custom to 
fence oft the inside portion of the track after 
a hard rain. 

Owners Camden and Yanke. and their contract 
riders. Steele and Hotel, were eonspieiously in the 
limelight during llu- afternoon, Korfliage and \Yil 
bite, both favorites and bandied by Hotel. no 
< uunted for two of the purses. On Korfliage. 
Borol had to ride his IksI at the end to withstand 
the challenge of Ambition. In addition to winning 
with Helios, tin- Camden stable scored with Char 
meuse. They were both ridden by Steele. IDs 
other winning effort was on Milton B. in tin- 
closing dash. 

Four favorites rewarded the confidence of their 
backers during I be afternoon. Bronzewing and 
Servicence being tin- failures. Servicetice's showing 
was especially bail and indicates that lie is of 
little account at present. Dr. Waldo Briggs, which 
scored yesterday, repeated his winning perform- 
ance in the raee lor which Servicence ruled the 
choice and won with consummate ease. 11c- was 
tin- longest priced winner of the day.

Dresiding Judge Charles F. Driee and John Hitch 
mi-isler will go to French Lick Springs for a short 
stay at the close of the racing here. Judge Price 
presides over the two summer meetings to he held 
at the Windsor track. 

Richard Dwyer, who came here in the interest 
of the Dorter, 1 ml. , meeting, departed last night 
for Chicago. 

T. D. Hayes has derided lo ship his string, wlili-h 
includes the Kentucky Derby winner. Dimerail. and 
llu- horses lie is training for H. D. Headley, to 
Windsor at the close of racing here. J. C. Milam's 
stable will also Ik- sent to Windsor. 

Clay Bros.’ horses will be transferred to Saratoga 
in the near future. 

Helios. Wilhite and Milton B.. comprising the 
three horse combination, paid $21.50. the shortest 
three-horse price recorded since this form of wager- 
ing was installed. Tin- two-horse combination, con- 
sisting of Korfliage and Dr. Waldo Briggs, paid 
$42.65. 

Threatening weather did not deler a big crowd 
from being on hand. It rained copiously in the city 
during the afternoon, hut the track and its vicinity 
escaped with a sprinkle. 

The betting was again of fair volume. 



NOT GUILTY OF BOOKMAKING. 



New York Judge Dismisses Case Brought Against 
Belmont Park Bettors. 



New York, June 21. -County Judge .Tames I*. Nie- 
mann sitting as a committing magistrate at Mine 
ida, L. I., dismissed today the proceedings brought 
by District Attorney Wysong against five men whom 
Burns detectives, in the employ of the New York 
American, charged with hookmaking at the Reliuoiit 
I’ark race track. In a lengthy opinion. Judge Nie- 
mann held that no evidence hail been presented to 
show that the men were guilty of hookmaking, 
though detectives made bets with them. 

The question to lie decided, he said, was “whether 
or not tin- facts stated by the witnesses give ground 
for the lielief that thi-se defendants have been 
guilty of the crime of hiKikmaking within Un- 
meaning of that term as used in section 986 of the 
penal law.” 

This, he held, had not been done. He quoted tit 
length front an opinion by Supreme Court Justice 
Huight in which In- defined liookmakiiig, and held 
that be showed a bookmaker to Ik* one who made 
bets by a system and as a business, and bail it 
clerk who kept a record of the bets and the nnm- 
bers of the bettors as shown by their racing 
admission badges. The Hart-Agnew law. he said, 
had not changed tin- status of iMHikniaking much, 
though now it might In- divided into two classes, 
written bookinaking and oral hook making. The 

former was prohibited by the Hart-Agnew law and 
the latter was not. Oral hookmaking was pro- 
hibited by a later amendment, however, and is as 
illegal a-- written bookmaking. 

•'It may he oral liookntaking. if that term tie em- 
ployed. that is liook nia king without writing, but 
t lie evidence must show that the accused person 
belonged to that class of gamesters whose operations 
are conducted uikiu the scheme known as tiookmak
